The Spanish Ministry iias lately pub- 
lished an exposition, addressed to the 
Qoeea, of the relations subsisting be- 
tween Spain and the Romish Govern- 
ment, together with the correspondence 
which hits been carried on between the 
two Governments since December last. 

The exposition begins with the re- 
mark that the allocution of the Pane, in 
the secret consistory of the 20th of July, 
with respect to th|; eclcsi astical affairs of 
Spain, obliges the Government to maui 
lest to the nation on whose side have 
been prudence and moderation and on 
whose side aggression: 

'•When it has been sought," says the 
Ministry in than exposition, "in drag re- 

iigion to the field ol politics; when tin 
enemies of your Majest\ 's throne and of 
the institution- have sought to convert 
into a religious one, the question which, 
till now, was one ef dyna«ty aod of prin- 
ciples; when, also, under the shade of 
religious principles, socialism and abso- 
lutism, in sacrilegious concert, have 
raised forthe first tSMC their heads in 
one of the iirst .cities of the Monarchy; 
when in every corner of the peninsula 
the eternal enemies of the public re- 
pose dare to promote disturbances tin- 
sole abject of which is to destroy without 
view of building up, the Government 
might have used it n rigiit with more op- 
portnaeness than it did ia tranquil times, 

in w hi c h the throne, the dynasty, and the 
institutions of the country were not com-

the despatches and notes in which you.

"The Government dors not recognize, 
a no independent Government has ev- 
er recognized, the right which the Ho- 
ly See seeks to arrogate to itself of 
declaring null the laws made by your 
Majesty wilh the concurrence of the 
(dues; of appreciating falsely the state 
of our country, establishing a sort of 
divorce between your Majesty and the 
nation and the Go\a rnment; of of plac- 
ing in doubt the legitimacy ol the acqui- 
sitions of tie- estates which were eelesi- 
astical, alienated in virtue of civil laws 
to which the Holy See itself had already 
given its assCBt and approbation." 

Accompanying this exposition, which 
it signed by Gen. fSspartara, as Presi- 
dent of the Council nf Ministers, and 
by O'Donnell, Zabala, /Vadress, Santa 
Cruz, Herelevea, Martinis, the other 
Ministers, a decree was submitted to 
I he Queen for her signature directing the 
publication of the exposition, with the 
entire correspondence, in the Madrid Ga- 
zette. The decree, sign d by the royal 
band, with the other documents, accor- 
dingly appeared in the Gazette, af Au- 
gust 18.
